Pageants is is prevalent in the Brit- 
tsh Isles at the present time, and it 
would not be at all surprising if the 
craze for the brilliant shows, illus­ 
trative of historic incidents, would 
spread to this country. In fact among 
the spectators of these spectacular 
celebrations there are none more en­ 
thusiastic than the American visitors 
to England, and they go away asking 
the question: “Why should not Ameri­ 
ca have its historic 
pageants, too?” 
To be sure. America's history does not 
go so far back as England's, but what 
there Is of it is extremely picturesque 
and by no means lacking in thrilling 
scenes. 
There are 
no 
armor-clad 
nights concerned in it, but the red­ 
skins in their war paint, from a spec­ 
tacular view, would be just as effect­ 
ive. 
Historical pageants have become so 
popular in England that though the 
first of them was held only two years 
ago, no less than a dozen have been 
given this summer in as many differ­ 
en t towns of John Bull's tight little 
island. 
Next year there probably will 
be twice as many. Before many years 
have elapsed it is likely that 
every 
town in England with any claim to 
historic renown will have held its open 
air theatricals, depicting memorable 
scenes in its annals. 
The secret of the popularity of this 
form of entertainment is not far to 
seek. 
They afford realistic glimpses 
of the past such as can be obtained 
in no other way. 
They present les­ 
sons in history in the most attractive 
form. 
They encourage civic 
pride 
and local research into the manners 
and customs of old times. 
They are 
far more 
interesting than ordinary 
‘'exhibitions” with their monotonous 
repetitions of things most of us have 
seen before. 
The matter of fairs and expositions 
has been rather overdone in America, 
and it is certain that any new form 
of popular entertainment would meet 
hearty approval, and why not the his­ 
toric pageant 
As 
we 
have 
said, 
America has not the long line of his­ 
toric incidents from which to choose 
material for such spectacular shows, 
but surely the early settlements on 
American soil, the Indian fights, the 
colonial wars, the revolution, the war 
of 1812, afford a wealth of material for 
vivid tableaux of fascinating interest 
which would present an epitome 
of 
progress and development well worth 
seeing. 
The making of the necessary cos­ 
tum es for American pageants would 
be a much simpler and less costly un­ 
dertaking than making them for Eng­ 
lish pageants, because the folk who 
have made American history were not 
given to putting on style. 
At the 
same time their costumes were by no 
means lacking in picturesqueness. 
It is estimated that the 12 pageants 
which make up this year’s program 
will cost $1,250,000. The Bury St. Ed­ 
munds pageant continued through six 
days. 
The ancient town is so chock 
full of history that it could provide 
far more episodes than 
the 
seven 
treated by Mr. Louis Napoleon Parker 
the dramatic author, and 
the 
origi­ 
nator of the historic pageant idea. 
They begin with a scene representing 
the villa Faustini and the revolt of 
Boadlcea. They continue through the 
story of the martydom of King Ed­ 
mund, the tale of the great monas­ 
tery and the negligent secular priests 
in whose keeping the body 
of 
the 
sainted monarch was intrusted. Here 
it is shown how 
Canute 
comes to 
Bury, dispossesses the secular priests, 
introduces the 
Benedictine 
monks, 
and founds the monastery, with Uvius 
as first abbot. 
Later is interwoven 
the story of the famous Abbot Sam­ 
son, dealt with by Carlyle in “Past 
and Present.” 
After the meeting of 
the barons at Bury, where they swear 
to force King John to 
ratify 
the 
charter of Henry I., comes the mur- I 
der of Humphrey, duke of Gloucester. 
The last episode, entitled “The Dawn 
of a New Age,” brings the pageant up 
to 1550. 
It shows Mary Tudor pres­ 
ent at St. Matthew’s fair. 
Later it 
deals with the dissolution, the dis- 
j»ersal of the monks and the sale of 
the abbey for $2,005; also with the 
foundation of the first of King Ed­ 
ward VI.’s 30 grammar schools. 
Liverpool has just celebrated the 
coven hundredth anniversary of its 
foundation with a pageant. 
The an­ 
cient town of St. Albans, which suf­ 
fers from an embarrassment of riches 
in the m atter of historic associations, 
also had its pageant, as did Caris- 
t«rook ct castle, Isle of Wight, where 


Charles I. was imprisoned. 
The Oxford pageant, 
which 
ran 
from June 27 to July 3, achieved a 
brilliant success and attracted thou­ 
sands of American visitors to the 
old university town. 
That of Rom- 
sey abbey, which preceded it, was a 
scarcely less notable triumph. 
The 
gray abbey itself, the 
milenary 
of 
whose foundation was thus commem­ 
orated. is admittedly the most perfect 
example of a 
Norman 
conventical 
building in the kingdom. 
It is true 
to its type—a sturdy bulldog of a 
building. 
Doubtless that is why It 
has lasted out the centuries so won­ 
derfully. 
Mr. Parker when appealed to as to 
the possibility of successful historical 
pageants in America replied: 
“My knowledge of American his­ 
tory is limited, but I should say that 
towns in America with histories suit­ 
ed to reproduction in the form of 
pageants are rare. 
But there are a 
few of thenl that would lend them­ 
selves to such a purpose admirably. 
Plymouth, Mass., for ints&nce, would 
be an ideal place for such a show. 
I 
could imagine none better in America. 
According to my Ideas, speaking off­ 
hand, an historic pageant there should 
be worked out something like this: 
The first tableau should depict 
a 
scene in the 
English 
town 
from 
whence it takes Its name. Successive 
tableaux should represent the landing 
of the Pilgrim fathers, the early trials 
of the settlers and their struggles 
with the Indians, the split with the 
mother land, and so on through the 
independent history of the country. 
“Salem, Mass., is another town that 
affords abundant material for an his­ 
toric pageant, the wKch incident, es­ 
pecially, being well adapted to dra­ 
matic representation. 
Boston is an­ 
other city that has the necessary his­ 
tory. but fine city though it is, from 
I what I have seen of it I should say its 
people are too busy to bother about 
pageants. 
The same is true of New 
York. 
Its population is too cosmo­ 
politan and too much 
absorbed 
in 
trade and commerce to enter with en­ 
thusiasm into the preparation of an 
historic pageant; 
There are 
many 
people there who know nothing and 
care nothing about the history of the 
city.” 
But the towns in America whose 
history goes back far enough to af­ 
ford good material for the presenta­ 
tion of pageants in them are by no 
means so limited as Mr. Parker ap­ 
pears to think. 
Anybody 
familiar 
with American history could easily 
specify a dozen or more that would 
well answer the purpose.

The provisions of those 
acta were assented to by the Oklaho­ 
ma assembly in 890, and the college 
located at Stillwater.

ing of the college was 
erected 
in 
1894. 
The institution 
now 
has ten 
chief buildings 
valued 
at 
$207,500, 
and appliances for instruction valued 
at $150,000. 
Including 
the 
campus 
and farm, the plant ref)resents an ex­ 
penditure by the 
territory 
and the 
national government cf nearly $400,- 
000. 
There are thirty-two 
instruct­ 
ors, and the enrollment last year was 
over nine hundred. 
The 
college offers facilities for a 
practical, scientific and technical ed­ 
ucation. 
Its graduates in 
scientific 
lines, and In 
mechanical, 
electrical, 
and civil engineering have 
had 
re­ 
markable success 
in 
securing 
and 
holding positions in the government 
service and in industrial 
and manu­ 
facturing 
enterprises, 
and 
the de­ 
mand for them far exceeds the 
sup­ 
ply. 
In addition to the general scien­ 
tific couraes, the college offers also a 
science and literature deairs© design­ 
ed to meet the needs of those 
who 
wish a general collegiate 
education, 
and to afford young women thorough 
and extensive training 
In 
domestic 
economy. 
The general courses of the institu­ 
tion are as follows: (a) Agriculture— 
one week, ten weeks, 
forty 
weeks, 
five years; (b) engineering—mechan­ 
ical. electrical and civil; (c) applied 
science—chemistry, 
botany,

Pageantltls is prevalent in the Brit- 


lab Isles at the present time, and it 
would not be at all surprising it the 
craae for the brilliant shows. Illus- 
trative of historic incidents, would 
spread to this country In fact among 
the spectators of these spectacular 
celebrations there are none more en- 
thusiastic than the American visitors 
to England, and they go away asking 
the question: "Why should not Ameri- 
ca have its historic pageants, too*" 
To be sure, America's history does not 
go so far back as England's, but what 
there is of It is extremely picturesque 
and by no means lacking in thrilling 
scenes 
There are no armor-clad 


nights concerned in it, but the red- 
skins In their war paint, from a spec- 
tacular view, would be just as effect- 
ive 


Historical pageant* have become so 


liopular In England that though the 
nrst of them was held only two years 
ago, no less than a dozen have been 
given thh summer In as many differ- 
ent towns of John Bull's tight little 
Island 
Next year there probably will 


be twice as many Before many years 
have elapsed It Is likely that every 
town In England with any claim to 
biatorlc renown will have held its open 
air theatricals, depicting memorable 
scenes in Us annals 


The secret of the popularity of this 


form of entertainment U not far to 
seek 
They afford realistic glimpses 


of the past such as can be obtained 
In no other way 
They present les 


sons In history In the most attractive 
form 
They encourage civic 
pride 


and local research Into the manners 
and customs of old times 
They are 


far more Interesting than ordinary 
"exhibitions' with their monotonous 
repetitions of things most of us have 
seen before 


The matter of fairs and expositions 


baa been rather overdone In America 
and It is certain that any new form 
of popular entertainment would meet 
hearty approval, and why not the hts 
toric pageant 
As we 
have 
said, 


America has not the long line of his- 
toric Incidents from which to choose 
material for such spectacular shows, 
but surely the earty settlements on 
American soil, the Indian tights, the 
colonial wars, the revolution, the war 
of 1813, afford a wealth of material for 
vivid tableaux of fascinating Interest 
which would present an epitome of 
progress and development well worth 
seeing 


The making of the necessary cos- 


tumes for American pageants would 
be a much simpler and less costly un- 
dertaking than making them for Eng- 
lish pageants, because the folk who 
have made American history were not 
given to putting on style 
At the 


same time their costumes were by no 
means lacking In pleturesqueness 


It Is estimated that the 12 pageants 


which make up this year's program 
will cost $1,250,000

But there are a 
few ot then! that would lend them- 
selves to such a purpose admirably. 
Plymouth, Mass, for Intsance. would 
be an ideal place tor such a show 
I 


could Imagine none better In America, 
According to my Ideas speaking off- 
hand, an historic pageant there should 
be worked out something like this-

from 


whence It takes Its name Successive 
tableaux should represent the landing 
of the Pilgrim fathers, the early trials 
of the settlers and their struggle*

USED BY THE DOCTORS. 


Ninety Per Cent of the Drug* Pre- 


•crlbid Are Patent Medicine*. 


Despite the opposition ot physicians, 


especially ot those whose experience 
has been neither tar reaching nor 
profitable, to "patent" medicines, nine- 
ty per cent of all drug* that physi- 
cians use are put up and compounded 
by manufacturing concern*,—are, IB 
fact, "patent" medicines just a* truly 
as If they were advertised In the 
newspaper*. 


The average doctor knows little or 


nothing ot pharmacy and Is. there- 
fore, glad to depend on the Tery medi- 
cines, which in public be condemns, 
just as he is obliged in many ease* 
to depend on the diagnosis of the pa- 
tient himself, even while publicly de- 
crying what he calls "sell-diagnosis." 
How rapid has been the growth ot the 
professional use of "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines Is shown in an 
article written for the Journal of the 
American Medical Association for 
September 29, 1S06, by A. Jacob!, M. 
D , LL D. He relates that 50,000 pre- 
scriptions, 
compounded In several 


drug store* were carefully examined. 
From 1850 to 1870 no prescription waa 
found for "patent" or "proprietary' 
medicines. In 1874 but one prescrip- 
tion in 1,500 called for ready-to-use 
remedies. Between 1875 and 1880 the 
number calling for "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines equalled two per 
cent of the total. This Increased to 
5 per cent in the period between 1880 
and 1890. In 1895 It was 12 per cent, 
In 1898 it was 16 per cent, and in 1902- 
1903 was from 20 to 25 per cent. 


Dr Jacobl says that In a large 


'store he waa assured that 70 per cent 
of the prescriptions were for "patent" 
or "proprietary" medicine*, and thll 
probably is approximately the correct 
proportion at the present time. From 
this It would seem that If the "patent" 
and "proprietary" medicines are good 
enough for physicians to prescribe In 
•even cases out of ten they are good 
enough for family use In case* of 
necessity and where the symptom* 
are well known and a* easily under- 
stood by the people a* by the doc- 
tor*.

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Pageantltls ts prevalent In the Brit- 


ish Isles at the present time, and it 
would not be at all surprising if the 
craae for the brilliant shows, illus 
tratlve of historic incidents, would 
spread to this country In fact among 
the spectators of these spectacular 
celebrations there are none more 
< 


thuslastlc than the American visitors 
to England, and they go away asking 
the question: "Why should not Ameri- 
ca have Its historic pageants, too*" 
To be sure, America's history does not 
go so far back as England's, but what 
there ts ot It la extremely picturesque 
and by no means lacking in thrilling 
scenes 
There are no armor-clad 


nights concerned in It, but the red- 
skins In their war paint, from a spec- 
tacular view, would be just as effect- 
ive 


Historical pageants have become so 


impular In England that though the 
first ot them was held only two years 
ago, no less than a dozen have been 
given this summer in as many differ- 
ent towns of John Bull's tlgbt little 
island 
Next year there probably will 


be twice as many Before many years 
have elapsed It Is likely that every 
town In England with any claim to 
historic renown will have held its open 
air theatricals, depleting memorable 
scenes In Its annals 


The secret of the popularity of this 


form of entertainment ts not far to 
seek 
They afford realistic glimpses 


of the past such as can be obtained 
In no other way 
They present les 


sons In history In tbe most attractive 
form 
They encourage civic pride 


and local research Into the manners 
and customs of old times 
They are 


far more Interesting than ordinary 
"exhibitions' with their monotonous 
repetitions of things most of us have 
seen before 


The matter of fairs and expositions 


has been rather overdone In America 
and It Is certain that any new form 
of popular entertainment would meet 
hearty approval, and why not the bis 
toric pageant 
As we have said. 


America has not the long line of his- 
toric Incidents from which to choose 
material for such spectacular shows, 
but surely the earty settlements on 
American soil, the Indian fights, the 
colonial wars, the revolution, the war 
of 1813, afford a wealth of material tor 
vivid tableaux of fascinating Interest 
which would present an epitome of 
progress and development well worth 
seeing 


Tbe making of tbe necessary cos- 


tumes for American pageants would 
be a much simpler and less costly un- 
dertaking than making them for Eng- 
lish pageants, because tbe folk who 
have made American history were not 
given to putting on style 
At the 


same time their costumes were by no 
means lacking In pleturesqueness 


It is estimated that the 12 pageants 


which make up this year's program 
will cost $1.280.000 The Bury St Ed 
munds pageant continued through six 
days 
The ancient town ts so chock 


full of history that It could provide 
far more episodes than 
the seven 


treated by Mr Louis Napoleon Parker 
the dramatic author, and the origi- 
nator ot the historic pageant Idea 
They begin with a scene representing 
th« villa Faustlnl and the revolt of 
Hoartlcea 
They continue through the 


story of the martydom of King Ed- 
mund, the tale of the great monas- 
tery and the negligent secular priests 
in whose keeping the body of 
the 


sainted monarch was Intrusted Here 
It Is shown how Canute comes to 
Bury, dispossesses tbe secular priests, 
introduces the 
Benedictine 
monks, 


and founds the monastery, with Uvlus 
as first abbot 
Later Is Interwoven 


the story of tbe famous Abbot Sam- 
eon, dealt with by Carlyle in "Past 
and Present" 
After the meeting of 


the barons at Bury, where they swear 
to force King John to 
ratify 
the 


charter of Henry 1, comes the mur- 
der of Humphrey, duke of Gloucester. 
The last episode, entitled "The Dawn 
of a New Age," brings the pageant up 
to 1G50 It shows Mary Tudor pres- 
ent at St Matthew's fair 
Later It 


deals with the dissolution, tbe dis- 
persal of the monks and tlie sale of 
tbe abbey for I2.0G5, also with the 
foundation ot the first of King Ed- 
ward VI 's 30 grammar schools 


Uverpool has just celebrated the 


aevcu hundredth anniversary of its 
foundation with a pageant 
The an- 


cient town ot St Albans, which suf- 
fers from an embarrassment ot riches 
In the matter ot historic associations, 
also had its pageant, as did Carls- 
hraoeo castle. Isle ef Wight, where 


Charles 1 was imprisoned. 


The Oxford pageant, 
which ran 


from June 87 to July 3, achieved a 
brilliant success and attracted thou- 
sands of American visitors to the 
old university town 
That of Ram- 


sey abbey, which preceded It, was a 
scarcely less notable triumph. 
The 


gray abbey Itself, the 
mllenary of 


whose foundation waa thus commem- 
orated, Is admittedly the most perfect 
example of a 
Norman 
conventical 


building In the kingdom. H la true 
to its type—a sturdy bulldog of a 
building 
Doubtless that Is why It 


has lasted out the centuries so won- 
derfully. 


Mr. Parker when appealed to as to 


the possibility of successful historical 
pageants la America replied: 


"My knowledge ot American his- 


tory Is limited, but I should say that 
towns In America with histories suit- 
ed to reproduction in the form of 
pageants are rare. But there are a 
few of then! that would lend them- 
selves to such a purpose admirably. 
Plymouth, Mass, for Intsance, would 
be an Ideal place for such a show 
I 


could Imagine none better In America. 
According to my Ideas speaking off- 
hand, an historic pageant there should 
be worked out something like this- 
The first tableau should depict 
a 


scene in the 
English town 
from 


whence it takes Its name Successive 
tableaux should represent the landing 
of the Pilgrim fathers, the early trials 
of the settlers and their struggles 
with the Indians, the split with the 
mother land, and so on through the 
Independent history of the country 


' Salem, Mass, Is another town that 


affords abundant material for an his- 
toric pageant, the wUch incident, es- 
pecially, being well adapted to dra- 
matic representation 
Boston is an- 


other cltj that has the necessary his- 
tory, but fine city though It la, from 
what I have seen ot It I should say its 
people are too busy to bother about 
pageants 
The same is true of New 


York 
Its population Is too cosmo- 


politan and too much absorbed 
in 


trade and commerce to enter with en- 
thusiasm into tbe preparation of an 
historic pageant 
There are 
many" 


people there who know nothing sad 
care nothing about the history of the 
city " 


But the towns In America whose 


history goes back far enough to af- 
ford good material for the presenta- 
tion of pageants In them are by no 
means so limited as Mr. Parker ap- 
pears to think. 
Anybody 
familiar 


with American history could easily 
specify a dozen or more that would 
well answer the purpose

USED BY THE DOCTORS. 


Ninety Per Cent of the Drugs Pre- 


scrlbsd Are Patent Medicines. 


Despite the opposition of physicians, 


especially ot those whose experience 
has been neither far reaching nor 
profitable, to "patent" medicines, nine- 
ty per cent of all drugs that physi- 
cians use are put up and compounded 
by manufacturing concerns,—are, IB 
fact, "patent" medicines just as truly 


If they were advertised In the 


newspapers. 


The average doctor knows little or 


nothing of pharmacy and Is. there- 
fore, glad to depend oa the very medi- 
cines, which in public he condemns. 
Just as he is obliged in many eases 
to depend on the diagnosis of the pa- 
tient himself, even while publicly de- 
crying what he calls "self-diagnosis." 
How rapid has been the growth of the 
professional use of "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines is shown in an 
article written for the Journal of the 
American Medical Association for 
September 29, 1906. by A. Jacob!, H. 
D , LL D. He relates that 60,000 pre- 
scriptions, 
compounded in 
several 


drug stores were carefully examined. 
From 1SSO to 1870 no prescription was 
found for "patent" or "proprietary" 
medicines. In 1374 but one prescrip- 
tion In 1,600 called for ready-to-use 
remedies. Between 1875 and 1880 the 
number calling tor "patent" or "pro- 
prietary" medicines equalled two per 
cent of the total. This Increased to 
6 per cent In the period between 1880 
and 1890. In 1895 it was 12 per cent, 
In 1898 it was 15 per cent, and in 1903- 
1903 was from 20 to 25 per cent. 


Dr Jacob! says that In a large 


store be waa assured that 70 per cent 
of the prescriptions were for "patent" 
or "proprietary" medicines, and thll 
probably Is approximately the correct 
proportion at tbe present time. From 
this It would seem that If the "patent" 
and "proprietary" medicines are good 
enough for physicians to prescribe In 
seven cases out ot ten they are good 
enough for family use In cases of 
necessity and where the symptoms 
are well known and as easily under- 
stood by the people as by the doc- 
tors.

Francois Colllard, for many years • 


missionary In Africa, told an odd story 
of David Livingstone, the famous ex- 
plorer 
Colllard was staying at a vil- 


lage In Bechuanaland. One morning, 
hearing a noise and unaccountable agi- 
tation, he ran out of his hut to find th* 
place invested by the Makololos, under 
Sebltomane, a mighty chief. Living- 
stone, who had a sjambok In his hand, 
felt so Indignant at the pillage that, 
seeing a man crawling out of one of 
the 'huts, he brought down, ^several 
Hows on his back, which made tbe 
blood start and raised welts. It was 
Bebltoane himself. 
He rose, seised 


Livingstone In fury by the hair and 
threw him to the ground. 


Warriors ran up and their assagais 


were about to pierce Livingstones, 
when Sebltoane stopped them, saylngr 
'Let him go, he Is a stranger and a 
white man." 
Then, looking straight 


at him, he said: "You have courage, 
'ou are a brave man. Never beforsj 
has any one dared to strike me. Llv- 
ngstone then understood for the first 
time whom he had attacked. "You are 
strong," he said, and -peace was made.

and Sebltoane gave Livingstone five 
oxen..

he incident "You are a strong man,"

o many tribes. Look at this mark.
